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Council Approves $3.6 Million Budget

Council unanimously ap¬ 
proved a $3.6 million budget 
for the City of Greenbelt on 
June 8 and set the tax rate at 
$1.03 per $100 assessed valua¬ 
tion. Under the State's Con¬ 
stant Yield Formula, the $1.03 
tax rate will bring the same 
number of tax dollars into the 
city coffers as the $1.06 tax 
rate did last year because of 
increases in property assess¬ 
ment. The city continues to 
be in better shape financially 
than many governments in 
maintaining, and this year 
slightly improving, its present 
level of services. New com¬ 
mercial development within 
the city limits plus annexation 
of commercial land (the Mary¬ 
land Trade Center Park) are 
making the difference. The 
tend is expected to continue 
for several years. 

This year’s review of the bud¬ 
get found little substantive dif¬ 
ference in the views of the five 
councilmen about most expendi¬ 
tures. All readily agreed to city 
manager James K. Giese’s pro¬ 
posals to (1) add two new police 
officers ($30,700) this year in re¬ 
sponse to -citizen concerns about 
increased crime, bringing the to¬ 
tal number of uniformed officers 
to 30; (2) a 7% average pay in¬ 
crease for classified employees 
and a thorough review of the 
classification system ($133,700); 
(3- increased major maintenance 
of city streets ($101,500) — a pro¬ 
gram that has not been keeping 
pace with needs for a number of 
years; and (4) a small personnel 
increase for juvenile counseling 
for CARES — a half-time posi¬ 
tion will be made full time ($15,- 
100). During the final work ses¬ 
sion on June 1, Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Pilski’s demand that (5) an 
increase in the public works per¬ 
sonnel not be omitted again this 
year also found easy acceptance 
by both council and manager (two 
positions, $24,000). 

North End School) 

One item, the acquisition of 
North End School by the city, 
caused last minute budget 'uncer¬ 
tainty. The original fear that pur¬ 


chase costs alone could be sub¬ 
stantial has now evaporated — 
the city will pay only the transfer 
fees (less than $1,000 according 
to Mayor Richard Castaldi). Other 
costs — operating and repair of 
the building — are both real and 
unknown. While council specu¬ 
lates that transfer of the building 
and its 13 acres of ground could 
take as long as six months to a 
year, Giese’s guess is two months. 
He roughed out for council a bud¬ 
get for the building for the com¬ 
ing year at $106,000 based on lim¬ 
ited use. 

At the work session council had 
tentatively decided to set the tax 
rate at $1.06 in order to provide 
an added $45,000 reserve for North 
End Schcol. Just prior to the 
budget adoption meeting, the city 
manager and city solicitor, Em¬ 
mett Nanna, recommended that 
council not increase the tax rate 
above the constant yield tax rate 
of $1.03. The recommendation was 
based on unclear and potentially 
conflicting language between State 
Law and Citv Charter. Tn effect 
it was too close to the June 10 
deadline to satisfy state require¬ 
ments while still abiding by the 
charter without needing to inter¬ 
pret such words as “immediate” 
rather broadly. Giese wrote in his 
memo to council that he and Nan¬ 
na 'both agreed that the levy 
of a tax was too important a 
procedure to risk a legal chal¬ 
lenge.” 

Revenue® 

The manager's original budget 
was written in anticipation of an 
estimated 25% growth in assessed 
valuation. Later the increase 
proved to be only half that gener¬ 
ous. The assessable tax b^se fig¬ 
ure of $136,2M. given to city of¬ 
ficials by two different agencies 
for use in the budget included per¬ 
sonal as well as real property. 
Greenbelt’s new treasurer was not 
aware that the two figures were 
lumped together. This discovery 
came five days prior to the final 
work session, presenting staff 
with a serious problem. In addi¬ 
tion, the reassessment of Green- 
way Center dropped its previous 
valuation by approximately $1M. 
Together these items produced a 
revenue shortfall of $152,000. An 
immediate review by manager and 
treasurer of this year’s fiscal ex¬ 


penditures and revenues revealed 
a surplus greater than previously 
expected of $120,000. Expendi¬ 
tures are down by $70,000 more 
than anticipated and revenues are 
up by more than $50,000, primarily 
due to *he receipt of $29,000 from

North End School

The biggest unknown for the 
coming fiscal year has been the 
North End School. The city learn¬ 
ed late in the budget process that 
the county was anxious to unload 
the property to the highest bid¬ 
der. City officials intervened, re¬ 
minding the county of the new 
law CB-23 it had just passed giv¬ 
ing various governments first 
crack at surplus property. In 
haste, Greenbelt officially notified 
the county executive that it would 
exercise that option obliging 
county officials to back out of a 
commitment to sell to a private 
concern, which it has now done. 

On Friday, May 28 City Man¬ 
ager James K. Giese and several 
staff members inspected the 
school building. While staff can 
see “potential for a wide variety 
of uses.” Giese wrote in a memo 
to council. “It also has some very 
serious problems.” Water leaks 
have caused damage to eight 
rooms. Giese would want those 
leaks repaired. Original wood 
casement windows are in “poor 
condition. . . Also, some of the 
classroom floors are in bad shape 
in the original building. In addi¬ 
tion there is a “need for clean up 
and painting,” he wrote. 

Giese suggested the building be 
used as soon as possible after 
transfer for some recreational 
class programs, senior citizen and 
drop-in youth programs and stor¬ 
age. 

Staff support for programs and 
cleaning personnel would be need- 
as would some furnishings. 

Giese outlined potential budget¬ 
ary needs for the coming year as 


follows: 

Transfer fees .$ 2,000 

Consultant . 20,000 

Building maintenance 

salaries . 16,000 

Recreation Supervision. 5,000 

Fringe Benefits . 1000 

Utilities and Heat .. 23,000 

Maintenance: 

Materials and supplies 3 000 

Repairs . 20,000 

Furniture .. 10,000 

Security alarm system. .. 1,000 

Insurance Coverage . 5,000 


Total .$106,000 


The above figures are based on 
limited use of the building until 
permanent uses are determined. 
Giese is recommending the city 
hire a consultant to determine 
what problems the building has 
and then solicit ideas for perma¬ 
nent uses. There are some state 
restrictions on rental of all or 
part of the building. The State 
will pick up the remaining con¬ 
struction debt ($194,000) if the 
building is put to public use by a 
local government.

Greenbelt Police Officer 
Charged With Violations

As a result of an investigation 
conducted by the Maryland State 
Police Investigation Division, 
Chief William T. Lane has charg¬ 
ed Lieutenant John C. Krob with 
26 violations of the Greenbelt 
City Police Department Rules 
and Regulations. The charges in¬ 
volve allegations that Lt. Krob, 
the property officer for the de¬ 
partment, misappropriated or oth¬ 
erwise mishandled firearms and 
in one instance a valuable ring 
which were in police custody. Lt. 
Krob was contacted by the News 
Review but declined to comment 
on the investigation on the advice 
of his attorney. 

Lt. Krob’s case will be heard 
and a final administrative deter¬ 
mination will be made by a hear¬ 
ing board as provided under 
Maryland law. In the meantime, 
Chief Lane has suspended Lt. 
Krob without pay, pending a hear¬ 
ing and decision on the charges. 
During the investigation, Lt. Krob 
was suspended from active duty 
but continued to receive pay. 

The hearing board is expected 
to consist of police officers from 
other police agencies. 

Leo Green Announces 
Bid for State Senate 

Leo E. Green announced this 
week that he is a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
State Senate from the Twenty- 
Third Legislative District. The 
District is comprised of Green¬ 
belt, Bowie, Kettering, Glenn 
Dale, and parts of Lanham. 

Green represented Greenbelt in 
the Maryland General Assembly 
from 1974 to 1978 as a Delegate. 
He is a member of the Eleanor 
and Franklin Democratic Club 
and the Greenbelt American Le¬ 
gion. 

In announcing, Green stated: 
“I do so with the encouragement 
and endorsement of Senator Mary 
Conroy, who is completing the un¬ 
expired term of her late husband. 
I am very grateful for her support. 

This district has set high stan¬ 
dards for its delegation in An¬ 
napolis—a delegation in which I 
once served. That experience and 
my years as Mayor of Bowie and 
Community involvement have, I 
believe, provided both a back¬ 
ground of publis service and an 
in-depth knowledge of the dis¬ 
trict which will enable me to serve 
its citizens well.”

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BiltiHore Symphony Gives Moviog Concert

The Baltimore Symphony Or¬ 
chestra was heard once again in 
Greenbelt in a concert sponsored 
by the Greenbelt Cultural Arts 
Center on June 2. The excellent 
acoustics of the Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School auditorium 
served to enhance the enjoyment 
of the renowned orchestra’s per¬ 
formance under the baton of Wil¬ 
liam Henry Curry, resident con¬ 
ductor of the Baltimore Symph¬ 
ony. 

The program opened with Wag¬ 
ner’s Overtrure “Die Meister- 
singer von Numberg” in a rendi¬ 
tion which was lively but uneven 
in some respects. But this was 
merely a warm-up for the treats 
which were in store. 

Timothy Day, principal flutist 
of the symphony, was the soloist. 
With a scant three days’ notice, 
he was called upon to substitute 
for the announced soloist, oboist 
Joseph Turner, who had been 
hospitalized. Turner was to per¬ 
form Mozart’s “Oboe Concerto in 
C Major, K.314.” Mozart had re¬ 
written the same concerto for 
flute solo in D major and it was 
this which Timothy Day played. 

The audience thrilled to Day’s 
performance. This master of the 
flute enthralled the listeners with 
the golden sounds which he 
brought forth in a sensitive and 
moving rendition of the concerto. 
It was pure Mozart and the audi¬ 
ence was obviously captured by it. 
One might also observe that Day 
was himself captured and capti¬ 
vated by Mozart’s intention and 
spirit. It was a rare display of 
empathy bewteen performer and 
composer. The sympathetic ac¬ 
companiment by the orchestra 
under director Curry’s baton 
served to enhance the perform¬ 
ance. 

Curry’s ability and musician- 
ship were well-displayed in his 
meeting the challenge presented 
by Rachmaninoff’s “Symphony 
No. 3 in A Minor.” the final num¬ 
ber on the program. Rather com¬ 
plicated in the number and va¬ 
riety of themes in the symphony, 
the essential unity of the compo¬ 
sition was expertly served by 
Curry’s interpretation, an inter¬ 
pretation which this reviewer con¬ 
siders to have been among the 
best he has heard. 

It is to be regretted that the 
auditorium was barely half-filled 
for this very fine artistic treat. 
The tragedy is that so many 
missed truly unforgettable music. 

The Baltimore Symphony Or¬ 
chestra, now recognized to be 
among the leading symphony or¬ 
chestras in the world, is always 
worth hearing. That it performed 


in Greenbelt and, on this occa¬ 
sion, ushered in the celebration of 
Greenbelt Day, is a tribute to our 
city. More of us should be willing 
to accept such an affirmation. 

The orchestra has offered to 
perform again in Greenbelt this 
coming October and in May of 
1983. Such an offer cannot and 
will not be accepted, however, 
unless there is an indication that 
the people of Greenbelt and of 
Prince Georges County will show 
their support. The June concert 
resulted in a financial deficit, 
which will have to be met through 
private efforts. 

Future concerts by the Balti¬ 
more Symphony in Greenbelt will 
depend upon the response of the 
people in Greenbelt and the coun¬ 
ty well in advance of the pro¬ 
posed concert in October. Those 
willing to support this effort are 
invited to express their intention 
by writing to “The Symphony 
Committee,” Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center, P.O. Box 293, Green¬ 
belt.

county for supplemental police 
aid. Two last minute adjustments 
to the revenue picture will bring 
an additional $20,000 in income 
taxes to be returned to the city 
from the county and an additional 
$5,000 from interest on invest¬ 
ments. 

Revenues anticipated from all 
sources total $3,464,700. Of that 
amount 37% will come from the 
property tax, both residential and 
commercial. To balance the bud¬ 
get, council and manager agreed 
to the use of unappropriated sur¬ 
plus funds of $178,600. This still 
leaves a little more than the 5%- 
of-budget surplus Giese likes to 
maintain for emergency use. 
Council agreed. 

General Fund 

The General Operating Fund 
expenditures in the new budget 
total $3,643,000, up $476,000 over 
last year's budget or 15%. 

(1) General Government ($409,000): 
Other than a minor revision of 
the organizational structure, little 
is new in this section. Council set 
the manager's salary at $41,000, a 
$3,000 increase. Under Commun¬ 
ity Promotions, Giese has listed 
$7,500 for Public Information pro¬ 
gramming — funds to come from 
cable TV franchise fees and an 
equal amount from general rev¬ 
enues. Funds could be used for 
the cost of televising city events, 
council meetings or receation 
programs, and for other media 
such as preparing information 
handbooks for new residents, an¬ 
nual reports, or slide or movie 
presentations for visitors to 
Greenbelt who are interested in 
the city's original planning con¬ 
cepts. 

By a vote of 4 to 1 council 
agreed to cut in half Giese’s rec¬ 
ommendation of setting aside 
$5,000 toward the city’s 50th an¬ 
niversary celebration in 1987. At 
the work session Pilski objected 
to contributing so much the first 
year, Skying, “We don’t have a 
program yet.” He recommended 
$2,000 instead. Pilski suggested 
that coming year’s budgets could 
more easily yield the extra dollars, 
also businesses may contribute. 
Only Councilman Thomas X. 
White argued to keep the $5,000 
intact *Tt’s a good idea,” he said. 
“We ought to he gearing our¬ 
selves mentally for a very large 
birthday party; $5,000 is reason¬ 
able seed money to start with. I 
wouldn’t want to nibble away at 
it.” But councilman Ed Putens 
and mayor Richard Castaldi 
agreed with Pilski, though they 
pushed the figure up to $2,500. 

Revenue sharing funds will pay 
for insulation of the council room 
ceiling ($5,000); a new typewriter 
for the Finance Department 
($900); data processing equipment 
($5,000); and a continuing effort 
to make public facilities and ser¬ 
vices more accessable to the phys¬ 
ically impaired. 

(2). Police Department ($1,017,- 
600). This year’s budget will add 
two new patrolmen ($30,700), a 
police cadet to replace the part- 
time park patrolman ($12 000), 
three new squad cars ($24,500), 
two portable radios ($3,300), em¬ 
ergency equipment for cars 
($1,500). In the work session Pil¬ 
ski was not convinced this was 
the year to add the cadet — a full 
year’s position. He would have 
preferred using regular officers 
with full enforcement powers to 
improve patrolling at the lake 
park during times of heavy use 
by the public in spring and fall. 
Councilman Gil Weidenfld, on the 
other hand, said he would not be 
satisfied to have an officer come 
through the park every few hours. 
We need “someone there full 
time,” he said. The Parks and 
Recreation Advisory Board (PR- 
AB) had strongly urged council 


to increase patrolling at the Lake 
Park. The cadet, a young police- 
trainee, would “put in at least as 
many hours in the park as is now 
done by the park patrolman,” 
Giese explained. “And he would 
also provide some foot patrol in 
the shopping centers.” The vote 
was 4 to 1, wfth Pilski still un¬ 
convinced. 

In response to a request by the 
Fraternal Order of Police (FOP) 
for a snecial Faster Holiday and 
a personal holiday, council agreed 
with the manager to studv the to¬ 
tal leave svstem and to maintain 
the current policy of treating all 
employees alike. 

Pilski argued against the pur¬ 
chase of a third squad car this 
year. At his request, Giese had 
prepared a listing of all police 
vehicles, their mileage and spe¬ 
cified uses. Giese pointed out to 
council that the total mileage dri¬ 
ven during the year, if spread 
among one less car. could mean 
the need to purchase four new 
cars next year. After much dis¬ 
cussion. the vote was again 4 to 
1. with Pilski verting no. 

Revenue sharing funds will pay 
for a new typewriter ($900). 

(3) Public Works ($705,000): The 
two positions of crewmen IV (un¬ 
skilled leb^r W’tih license to drive 
a truck, $24,0^0) will be assigned 
to the general crew. Of that am¬ 
ount. $14,000 has been added to 
street, repair and maintenance. It 
wa*= the need to fund these two 
positions that had led Pilski to 
pick away at what he considered 
soft spots in the budget. Charac¬ 
terizing his proposal as “a long 
time coming.” Pilski said. Public 
Works “is the most overworked 
department.” 

Capital Improvement Reserve 

Council accepted Giese's recom¬ 
mendation of allotting funds from 
7c of the tax rate for Capital Im¬ 
provements — traditionally spent 
for major street reconstruction 
and resurfacing. This increase of 
2c will make available an extra 
$30,000 over the 5c allotment of 
the past several years. The city 
has been able to obtain Commun¬ 
ity Development Block Grants for 
street work in the original por¬ 
tions of the city, but must use 
its own funds elsewhere. 

Giese’s breakdown of funds to 
be spent this vear for maior street 
and parking lot resurfacing is as 


follows:

Refuse Charges 

Significant increases in the 


county landfill dumping fees and 
city labor costs (primarily insur¬ 
ance) will push up bv 21% the 
refuse collection fees charged to 
the city’s customers. Starting 
July 1, the new residential rate 
will be $8.50 per month (up from 
$7). 

Improvements to the Center 
Mall will include repairs to con¬ 
crete ($5,200), new benches and 
ornamental trash containers ($2,- 
100). Revenue Sharing funds will 
pav for insulation and panelling 
of the lunch/meeting room in the 
public works Building ($1,500). a 
dust collector for the shop ($900), 
a floor cleaning machine ($1,300), 
and new walkway at the city cem- 
tery ($3,000). 

(4) Social Services — CARES 
($116,400): Council accepted the 


manager’s recommendation to add 
$600 to the proposed salary for 
the new full-time position of ju¬ 
venile counselor ($15,100). 

(5) Recreation Department and 
Parks ($668,200): Following Gie¬ 
se's recommendation, $8,000 was 
eliminated by combining two pro¬ 
jects needed for the swimming pool 
— permanent steps for the eld¬ 
erly and physically handicapped 
and resurfacing of the diving pool 
to be funded under the reserve for 
capital improvements ($12,000). 
Council requested that when an 
engineering study is made, it be 
broadened to include the entire 
cool area. For example, the swim 
team has reauested a turning wall 
at 25 meters from the deep end, 
PRAB supports the idea as the 
shallow end could then have a 
level bottom, safer entry steps 
and a wall to prevent non-swim¬ 
mers from entering deep water. 
Giese also noted the potential 
need for maior work on the bath 
house, perhaps to the extent of 
rebuilding it entirely. In council's 
view, the resulting work would 
be funded through a future bond 
issue rather than from the annual 
operating budget. 

Under special programs, council 
earmarked $1 A 0 of funds already 
in the budget for wreathes for the 
Center War Memorial on Memor¬ 
ial Day and Veterans Day.

New equipment to be purchased 
with Revenue sharing funds in¬ 
cludes: two bleachers ($4,500); 
football/soccer goal posts ($1,200); 
chain link fences for Northway 
Field ($2,400) and for McDonald 
Field ($1,500); SHL Recreation 
Cen+er — naint woodwork and 
trim ($8,300); file cabinet for 
prints ($500); and CPR equipment 
and supplies (Si,000). 

(6) Parks — The remaining $10,- 
000 of the cost of the two new 
public works crew was placed un¬ 
der parks and playground main¬ 
tenance. The handball/rebound 
wall behind the swimming pool 
will be reconstructed ($5 000). A 
new pick up truck ($7000) for 
parks will be purchased with rev¬ 
enue sharing funds. 

One item not funded in this 
budget Giese told council, is the 
four Braden Field tennis courts 
that are in disrepair. He warned 
council he may have to ask for 
as much as $30,000 from surplus 
if the courts are to be resurfaced 
this year. 

The city maintains 223 acres of 
parkland, 27 playgrounds, 7 ath¬ 
letic fields (three on city property 
and four on school property) and 
10 tennis courts. 

(7) Miscellaneous — The $45,000 
reserve for the North End School 
was placed under General Reserv¬ 
es as a new line item. Giese re¬ 
moved $10 000 from the reserve for 
salary adjustment when council 
opted for an average 7% pay in¬ 
crease for clEissified employees. 

Cost of Benefits Up 

Employee benefits continues to 
be one of the larger single line 
items in the budget. The city was 
hit last year with the need to fund 
its Share ($1.6M.) of the accrued 


liability of the State Retirement 
System requiring a whopping 
$153,000 payment each year begin¬ 
ning in 1981 and continuing 40 
years. Council put aside $50,000 
last year toward those payments. 
Beginning with this budget, Giese 
proposes to increase this amount 
by 15% a year until reaching the 
annual payment required, in 1990. 
This year a second blow fell, the 
annual contribution rate was 
raised by 53%. In addition, money 
paid into social securiity is up. 
Funds to be paid this year will 
be: Social Security. $112,200; State 
Retirement Contribution, $150,400 
and Accrued Liability, $58,200. 

Two related expenditures which 
appear throughout the budget also 
have increased significantly this 
year. Group medical payments 
are up by 36% and insurance is 
ud by 34%. Taking the increased 
funds budgeted for the above 
three categories of benefits, Giese 
wrote in his original budget mes¬ 
sage to council, ‘these three items 
comprise 25% of the total increase 
in expenditures for the General 
Fund.” 


CITY NOTES 

The general crew backfilled the 
new sidewalk at Gardenway and 
Crescent Road and Westway and 
Crescent Road. The crew also in¬ 
stalled a concrete base for the 
pedestrian crossing signal at 
Green Ridge House. The concrete 
base will have to dry for approxi¬ 
mately three weeks before the 
poles and wiring can be installed. 

The parks crew collected road¬ 
side debris several days this week. 
Maintenance was done on the 
golf course and ballfields and 
grass was cut in various areas of 
the city.

New GHI Board Discusses Ranee of Issues

June 10 was the first meet¬ 
ing of the newly-elected Board 
of Directors of Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI), The elec¬ 
tion of officers for the board 
for the coming year was held. 
Other major topics of- this 
lengthy meeting included the 
approval of financing for win¬ 
dows in brick and block home 
additions, regulations govern¬ 
ing antenna placement and 
numerous requests for excep¬ 
tions to GHI rules. 

The election of officers was one 
of the first major items of busi¬ 
ness. Frank Gervasi nominated 
Margaret Hogensen for president 
and Joe Jenkins nominated Jim 
Smith. Smith was elected with the 
votes of Jenkins, Volk, Williams, 
and Lewis. The other officers 
were elected unanimously. They 
are Hogensen as vice president, 
new board member Janet Cantwell 
as secretary and Gervasi as trea¬ 
surer. As the newly elected offi¬ 
cers took their positions around 
the table. Smith and Hogensen 
spoke a few words on the year 
that had passed and the hopes for 
continued good working relations 
for the coming year. 

Early in the meeting a lengthy 
discussion arose over the approval 
of two membership applications. 
The requirement states that only 
relatives by blood or marriage 
may share a unit. In each of 
these cases, a male applicant 
sought waiver to allow a specific 
unrelated female to share the unit 
with him. Spirited debate from 
the floor followed on both sides 
of the issue. The two member¬ 
ship applications were approved 
with Wayne Williams casting the 
only 'no* vote. Smith indicated 
that these were two isolated cases 
and that the board was not set¬ 
ting a precedent. 

GHI regulations call for month¬ 
ly meetings during the summer. 
Due to the large amount of busi¬ 
ness to be covered, however, the 
board will continue to meet on the 
second and fourth Thursdays in 
June, July, and August. The next 
meeting will be on June 24, 

Window Financing 

Management reported that a 
number of members had wanted to 
finance, under the rehab program, 
windows for additions in brick 
and block homes. The board ap¬ 
proved this action, pending ap¬ 
proval by the National Consumer 
Cooperative Bank which is fi¬ 
nancing this phase of rehab. 

Antenna Placement 

The board then considered man¬ 
agement's proposed regulations re¬ 
garding placement of TV anten¬ 
nas on brick, block and frame 
homes. The plan calls for an¬ 
tennas to be placed in the attics 
of frame and brick homes and at¬ 
tached to the upper side walls of 
block homes. Management devel¬ 
oped these specifications when it 
was informed that improper 
placement of antennas was dam¬ 
aging the roof and causing leaking 
in attics, Hogensen questioned 
whether placement of an anteiv- 
na in an attic would assure good 
TV reception. Management had 
spoken with one of the antenna 
companies - Super TV - and had 
been assured that with proper 
placement in the attic, reception 
would be fine. The motion was 
passed but a clause was added 
indicating that members could 
place antennas in other areas 
with prior approval of GHI, 
Gypsy Moths 

Ralph Webb, a GHI member 
and employee of the Agricultural 
'Research Center, made an infor¬ 
mative presentation regarding the 
possibility of gypsy moth infesta¬ 


tion in Greenbelt, particularly in 
the North End. The North End 
has numerous white oak and 
chestnut oak trees which are very 
susceptible to gypsy moths. Al¬ 
though Webb feels that a severe 
problem is three to eight years a- 
way, he is requesting GHI to set 
traps to count the number of 
moths that are caught within a 
specific time period. GHI agreed 
and also asked Tom White of the 
City Council to see if the City 
will join GHI in this project. 

The board reviewed three re¬ 
quests for exceptions to GHI rules. 
In the first case, the exception in¬ 
volved a playhouse built in a 
member’s yard. The house is 
built on stilts in a poured con¬ 
crete base. GHI regulations al¬ 
low playhouses to be built with 
prior approval but the discussion 
arose because of the size and 
sophistication of this particular 
structure. After a lengthy dis¬ 
cussion and a slide presentation, 
the board voted to allow the 
structure to remain. 

The second case involved a 
large two-story shed that had been 
built without GHI approval. The 
shed’s builder is now selling his 
GHI house and wants the shed to 


be sold with it. Again, a slide 
presentation was made by man¬ 
agement. Although the shed was 
very well built, it exceeded the 
size and height requirements and 
permission had not been received 
from GHI prior to construction. A 
compromise was presented by the 
board. The owner will attempt to 
reduce the height of the shed. 

The third case was a routine 
matter. A University of Mary¬ 
land professor has had an over¬ 
seas duty extended a maximum 

- one year. The board agreed to 
allow him to lease his home one 
additional year. 

Other Items 

Under the visitors and members 
portion of the meeting, Leo Hool 
made known his objection to the 
placement of the heavy-up electric 
poles on some of the brick and 
block homes. The poles are plac¬ 
ed between the window and the 
door and not in the less obvious 
position near the downspouts. 
Management is aware of the 
problem and is planning to dis¬ 
cuss it with PEPCO and the con¬ 
tractors. In the meantime, no 
new poles are being placed in that 
position. 

Another member described what 


has become, to him, a “10 $6 month 
nightmare”. This Crescent Road 
resident is constantly having his 
car blocked into his garage $y 
other cars. Although GHI man¬ 
agement has been working on this 
problem, no solution has been 
reached. Smith urged manage¬ 
ment to continue searching for a 
solution and to report back any 
results. 

The board has given manage¬ 
ment the green light to determine 
the best methods for converting 
electric closets into usable living 
and/or storage space in affected 
units. Approximately 35 members 
have indicated that they want the 
space converted into living space. 
GHI estimates the cost to be ap¬ 
proximately $20,000 and is cur¬ 
rently looking into methods for

getting the work done and meth¬ 
ods for financing the work.
